Chicago. — At the Johnson headquar- 
ters in the Grand Pacific hotel 
there are Blgns of satisfaction with 
the turn the presidential nomin- 
ation contest is taking in the Dem- 
ocratic party. As the Johnson man- 
agers see it, the action of the New 
York state Democratic convention 
and that of the Michigan Democratic 
state central committee marked a sig- 
nificant change in the contest. "From 
now on." said F. B. Lynch, who is in 
charge of the Johnson campaign, "you 
will hear much similar news. From 
now on people who read the papers 
will know that there is a lively con- 
test on. good-natured though it shall 
be so far as we are concerned, for the 
Democratic nomination at Denver. The 
two official actions of late — I refer to 
the course taken by the New York 
state convention and the Michigan 
state committee — are merely indica- 
tions of what Is going on beneath the 
surface. The fact is the rank and file 
of ihe party are waking up to the op- 
portunity the Johnson candidacy af- 
fords. They are beginning to reflect 
on what a good thing victory next No- 
vember would be and to consider that 
with a new r candidate like Johnson it 
is not only possible but probable. The 
l ews of the action of the Michigan 
state central committee was a sur- 
prise. but none the less pleasing on 
t! at account. It was all the more a 
surprise because of the fact that we 
have done no active work in Michi- 
gan and supposed, of course, that the 
state central committee would indorse 
Bryan and Campau.

Washington Begins to See the Prob- 
ability of Gov. Johnson’s 
Nomination.

Washington, D. C. — Well informed 
political observers who survey the 
country from Washington have noted 
a wonderful change in the campaign 
for the Democratic nomination at Den- 
ver within the last week. No so very 
long ago it was taken for granted that 
Col. Bryan would be nominated with 
practically no opposition — to-day it is 
a question whether lie will be nomin- 
ated at all. Gov, Johnson of Minne- 
sota has loomed up as the man be- 
tween whom and Col. Bryan the con- 
vention at Denver will have to choose. 
Gray of Delaware, Olney of Massachu- 
setts. and Harmon of Ohio, are no 
longer considered in the running. In- 
deed, the .suddenness in which the 
Minnesota man has come to the front 
is almost dramatic. 

Reports pouring into Washington 
from all parts of th*? country indi- 
cate that the Johnson men have 
made wonderful progress, largely 
without noise or publicity, in sections 
of the country where they were not 
supposed to be at work at all 

As the situation stands to-day, prac- 
tically all of the New England, all of 
the eastern states, and a large portion 
of the southern states will send John- 
son. or what is the same thing, prac- 
tically. uninstructed delegates to Den- 
ver Friends of Col Bryan were some- 
what perturbed over reports drifting 
Into Washington regarding such 
states as Utah. Colorado, Oregon, 
Montana, Washington, Michigan, and 
Kentucky. Reports are also coming 
in that a tremendous Johnson senti- 
ment is appearing In Missouri, and a 
large number of uninstructed, or John- 
son. delegates being sent up to the 
Illinois state convention, revealing an 
unexpected Johnson strength under- 
neath the surface. All political ob- 
servers ir. Washington are agreed that 
there will be a lively contest for the 
nomination at Denver. 

It is even claimed that two-thirds of 
the delegates to the convention will 
be unpledged, and such Democrats as 
Representative John Sharp Williams, 
Bourke Cochrane. Senator Culberson 
and Senator Daniels, declare that the 
Denver convention will be a deliber- 
ative body, which, before It nomin- 
ates, will consider the qualifications 
of the aspirants and their prospects 
of winning.
